Kew people are aware that there is in ex- 
iHtonce a provincial statute to prevent the 
spread of thistles. It ia strict and soaicli- 
..ing.in ita provisions. The first clause 
i'reada as follows: 

1, Any porson may, by notice in writ- 
■ inc^, require any owner, agent, occupier, 
iir holder of any land not within tho lim- 
its of a municipality, or .sny person hound 
to keep in order any private road or by- 
road, to cut and de.stroy, between the 
twentieth of Juuo and tho first of Xu^- 
i«t, all tiiistles growing on tho said land, 
or public road, or by-road, and all thi.stles 
:,;rowing on tho public road abiitlinu on 
land owned or occupied by any poison 
aloroaaiJ: Prn\ idfidthat in the case oi 
any owner of rcil estate biiinf,' al)8cnl 
from the I'rovinco.a notice rcrjuirini; him 
so to cut and destroy said thistles alli.\ed 
on aomo conspicuous place on tlio laml 
shairbo deemed good service. 

The remaining clauses read: 

In ca.io i'f refusal or neglect, any 
Justice of tlio I'eaco may, eight days 
after the Tiotico has been given, cuiulemn 
ihc deliuquont, upon ci>mi)laiiit supported 
by the oath of one credil)io witness other 
than tho complainant, or upon the con- 
fession of tho party prosecuted, to a pen- 
alty of fifty cents for every day he so re- 
fuses or noi,'lects, over and above the 
costs and charges incurred in obtaining 
.such judgment, and such judgment shall 
lit! rondorod in a summary manner. 

The penalties by this Act imposed 
hli:dl 1)0 recoverable in a summary way 
before any Justice of tho Peace, and bo 
levieil by seizure and sale of the gootls 
ami chattels of the . tfeMder (returning tc 
ilie said oil'endor iho overplus, if any, 
afi«r deducting tho costs of suit, seizure, 
and sale) by virtue of ii warrant under the 
liand of the Justice before whom the con- 
viciion takes place.

Thistles are increasing alarmingly in 
idl the districts. Thoy aro seen in the 
llolds .and at the sides of tho roads in

iween the cily aiul .Sa.anieh one drives 
liVer roads that are fringed with tlie nox- 
ious weed, livery one votes them a 
nuisance; yet tew lake I lie first step to 
comply with the law i>r to cause their 
nciglibi^rs to do so. f.s it not lime to en- 
forco the quoted Act before the growing 
crops aro choked l.i death and fertile lan(l 
rendered uncultivalile .' When all other 
ci'ops fail thistles seem to obey the scrip- 
tural injtmction to increase and midtiply.

The premier through the ino(u)rning 
organ denies that i\Ir. K. Allen, iM. 1'. 
1*. elect forLillooet, proved Mv. Beaven's 
figures to bo incorrect. The dispute 
botwoon the two wo-t tiiia: Mr. Allen 
had acted as assessor and tat collector 
under tho Elliott government, and proved 
himself an ofBciont ollicor; but as effi- 
ciency was tho last thing tho Walkemites 
looked for in nn oflic«r, as soon they 
came into power Mr. Allen in common 
with other quite ns valuable officers was 
invited to resign. At the time the invi- 
tation was extended had in his 
hands a considerable ^urn of money which 
h(! had rerrive.l iuiiiecounl of tho govcrn- 
nmnt. Vov this money !Mr. Boaven made 
a demand, and Mr. Allon declinoil to ac- 
cede unless ho wns first allowed lo deduct 
from the sum that lie ]nAi\ the ainoimt 
duo him as conimissiun uiuK'r an agree- 
ment, in black and white, niade with the 
jirevious government. I'.eaviMi Hti.irnied 
and raged. Tho then attorney-general 
ihroatoned legal penalties. Mr. Allon- 
•wiiroed by tho fate of Mr. T. L. Fnwcett, 
who had turned over all the government 
money.s in his hands at tin* time of his 
resignation, and to this day has never re- 
ceived one penny of a considerable amount 
that was duo him by tho government — 
hold on to the money-sack. A great deal 
of correspondence passed. Bcavon made 
demands for three* dilTorent sums of 
money tis due fri^u Allen. The latter 
hold Ilia ground and the money, proved 
tho fallacy of the minister's figures, and 
at la.it camo to Victoria. Ho repaired at 
once to tho government buildings with 
his statement of accounts; was confronted 
by Mr. Beavcn with a demand for :?;i,000 
..rf 1,000, and by M'alkom with threats of 
arrest. Undeterred, Allen presente<l his 
statomont, and altliougli not "an able 
llnancier," he qniotly doubled up both 
the ministers. Walkem hauled izi his 
legal horns. Beavon withdrew the claim 
for .several thousand dollars and apolo- 
gized. .-Ulcn deducted tlic amount duo 
him as commissions, and handed the 
linance minister an I ( ) U for S.!- 1 The 
ntTairon the part of the government was 
n scandalous attempt to deprive Mr. Allen 
of tho money he was entitled to for ser- 
vices rendered. Had ho yielded to threats, 
he woidd have been ofTorcd a nmiety of 
(he amount he claimed. Had ho refiiaod 
lo accejit that, he wcjuld have got noth- 
ing, as tho Walkcm-Heaven government 
did not recognize tho right of an individ- 
ual to sue them. Tho above is an out- 
line of tho facts of a great public scandal 
which filled the press at the; time and ro- 
Hulted in the triumph of an honest oflicer 
over an unprincipled ministry. 

ANOTHEJt POS'lTONEMEST OF 
ASSIZES. 

What manner of trifling with public 
concerns is this } Is the government lost 
entirely to all desire to further tho intor- 
c'sfe of society ? Assizes throughout tho 
mainland wore originally advcrfiscd for 
•fuly. Witnesses, jurors, counsel and 
otlior.s prepared themaolves accordingly. 
Without previous warningfa notification 
was given postponing the sittings another 
month. Pkna of all parties had then to 
be and wore re-arranged so as to suit the 
.iltcrcd state of afiairs, and although ju.st 
cause existed for complaint none was 
innde. The last announcement, however, 
is beyond endurance; tho inconvenience, 
loss of time, and expense to parties in- 
terested in having thus thrice to change 
their plans cannot be estimated. Is this 
lei'al? Why are prisoners to be confinod 
ia°gaol to suit the political exigencies of 
the ministry 1 Can assizes legally be held 
on any other days than those originally 
appointed? Ia tho country to endure 
auothcr McLean and Hare fiasco ! How 
Ion" is this grosB disregard of the public 
goo°d to be continued? Wo observe the 
notice of poatponomnnt is signed by "T. 
B. HumpliroySi provincial uocretary." 
What right has ho to raismanago public

men who cannot earn a living outside of 
ofHce are allowed to draw their ^j200 per 
month they will let tho aountry drift to 
tho dovil.

FATE OF THE SCHOONER "EXPLORER " 

Souttlel hyhor Oaptaia—She "Wont 
Sown with hor Ortvr on SoarA. 

THE INSURANCE G3MPANIES SWINDLED. 

(Toronto Ulobi-.) 

In the autumn of 1807 Captain Waddell 
was in eonimand of a (irst elnss seliooner 
named the Explori r, hound from W ind- 
sor to the .M:initoiilin Island, hav ing on 
bo;ird whiskey and mill inachineiy value, 1 
at .?l.S,OtX), and on which was a heavy in- 
surance. Tho vessel w.is also well insured. 
Tho crew consisted of the captain, two 
seamon and a boy. 

On the 25th of November the vessel 
w;is lost with all Iruuls e.Mopt tho ciqi- 
tii.in. Ho roportcl at the time that the 
schooner struck li^^htly on the Shingle 
Shoals, live miles f 1 0111 T(..liennory ; that 
she rolled parlly over, displacing her 
cargo. Tho capL-iin I'nlerod tho men to 
trim ship, and wiiilo they were in the 
hold eu.le:uuring I'l do so she n';aiii 
lurched :iilil W'-nt d,.\Mi, ibe ca|.|.-un luiV- 
iiig ;i narrow i-Ma|,,- fioin meeting death 
w ith his crew. He oventually reached 
the shore with the yawl boat. 

This was the ri'ji, rt given by Captain 
\\ ;id,hdl. It sounded tlshy tii"the insiir- 
aiKO companies :u Ihe time and some- 
lliilig like an invest igatioii was ni:ide. It 
resulted in iiolhiiio, however, and ihc 
iiisnranee was eveiiiually paid. The Cap- 
tain securpd cumm:incl of another vessel 
on I.Jtko ifuron, Imt his succcst) as a nav- 
igator appeared lo havo deserted hini. It 
is said that he had a dread of the coast in 
I he lu'ighborlio, ill ,,f 'l',iliei'mory , .am I 111 
every sense was a changed man. In 1.S7!! 
he was swept oil the deck of his vessel 
near Point Clark, about t wo miles s, ,iil li 
uf Kincardine, and .since thou it is s:od 
two of the captain'8 sona havo been 
drowned and their -bodies neier recov- 
ered. People who had snspicioiis ab,,iii 
the loss if the lv\[i|orer made nieniiou of 
the facts and did 11 't scruple abi 111 diaw- 
ing inferences that were considered by 
many to bo harsh.

About tho time of WaddoH's doiiili it 
was discovered that the K.vplrirer was ly- 
ing in ninoly-foiir feet of \\:iter fill' T,,- 
berniory, and 10,1 .il tin- Sliinole Slio:iK, 
From that time iiiilil ihe |ircsenl cH'orts 
have been made lo raise tlie vessel.

About three weeks ago Capl. H. .V. 
.lex, of Port Huron, inasler of tin. steam 
bai^ge N'ictoria, lilU'd up ap]di:inees for 
raising tho Exidnrer and procci-ded to ; 
Tobermory. .-Xfter commmicing opera- 
tions it was soon disonvered that the ves- 
sol'a cargo instead of being worth i<I.H,lMi(» ' 
was not worth five eclits. Tlu^ ves.sol was 
lying in ninety-four feet of Wiiter on a 
.sandy bed and was in a gooil .st.iie of ! 
preservation. The bulwarks and other 
portions of the upper part of the deck 
had been torn away in prcvinu.s attempts 
to move her. The divers found a bodv 
half w:iy out of the companion Wiiy, the 
door of the cabin ha\ i ng been wrenched 
upcii, evidently by the nudi whose body ; 
w.as found. 'i'he halches were H])iked 
down. On the hatches being removed ; 
ami the hold examined llie divers found 
that the cargo consisted of about fifteen 
tons of stones, and that twelve one and ; 
a-lialf-incli auger holes hail been made in j 
ihe bottom of Ihe vessid. .\fter sii daj.s' j 
labor the E\plorer was i-ai.sed. and ' 
pvinped out. On Fri(hiy, s;iys the rijpoit 
from which Ibis account is taken, the j 
barge X'ictoria arrived at Kincardine, j 
having the hull of the K.xploror in tow. : 
On examining the hull that had been siib- 
nu'rgcd f,U' tiftoen yc:u's it was cle;ir that 
Iho vessel had been welliind substantially j 
biiili. Tho timbers ainieared to be as 
sound as ever but tho iron was badly I 
eaten away with rust. The cost of rais- 1 
ing the vessel will iiniount to about 
5;l,t)00, while tho hull if sold under tin- 
hammer would not fetch Sr"-'<H1. ^\ hilr 
ihc Vi-:loria was in port the ExploriT w:i.. 
seized at 'he instance uf a Mr. Lesvis, iif 
(jodorich, who it appears claims to have 
piirchasod the sunken vessel from the in- 
.stiraiiee companies. 

A iiivnu's iirisi,i.\, 

.M;iiiy ;ire llie conjectures in reoard lo 
the "ivby and wherefore" of sinking the 
Explorer, (hie of (ho divers reasoned 
the qin>stion out iu this wise: Hn -siiid 
that from ap])earnnci<a he supposed that 
tho cargo of mill machinery and wliiskey 
luul been landed in the Cnited St;il,.s, 
llu: captain aii,l cri'W being parliiers i,j 
I he transaction. She then proceeded on 
her course 1,1 the .Maiiiloulin Island. The 
auger holes were bored in the bottom of 
the vessel and plug,'od until a favorable 
.spot for sinking tho craft would Iw 
reached. Tho captain might have had 
doubts about his men being able to ki!e[i 
the Bceret, and besides if they were mit 
of the way ho woiilil not lie obliged to 
divide the insurance. It then-fore would 
not be a diflicull matter to give the crow 
euouoli whiskey to ni.ike them iiic:i[ial)ly 
drunk and lock them in the cabin. The 
plugs could then be knocked out of ihe 
liolil, the hatches spiked and the captain 
escajie. Wliotbor the above is the correct 
theory or not it is nut likely to bo ever 
known. One thing, however, is certain : 
The Explorer was scuttled and the insur- 
ance companies swindled. 

Tun mysterious disappearance of a girl 
1-1 years of .-^.ge at Tis'/.ar Eszler, Hungary, 
h:is created a great excitement iu that 
neighborhood. She was missed about two 
months ago. Some weeks afterw^ard a re- 
port was circuhited that she had been 
murdered by the .lows in order to leaven 
the Easter bread with her blood. The 
authorities instituted an inquiry, at which 
a young Jewish boy, the son of ono of 
tho attendants at the synagogue, gave a 
detailed account of having, through the 
keyhido of the synagogue door, seen her 
killed by several butchers according to 
the Jewish rites. It was proved that she 
had been last seen at tho .synagogue. 
I ^)on this tho chief men named by the 
boy wore arrested. In spito of tho mo.st 
careful scarcli, and although a reward of 
5000 tloriiis was utl'erod, not a trace ofbor 
could be found. A few days ago tho 
corpse uf a woman was found floating in 
the Theiss. An impiest was held which 
has only inado tho iiiattor iiioro mysteri- 
ous. It was reported that the body had 
been idcntifiod by the mother of the miss- 
ing girl as her daughter's, but this is now 
contradicted. There will be much ex- 
citciuoiil until the inquest has boon con- 
cluded and the result is known.

.\ recent New Zealand Southland ,V.u''o! 
has tho following in reference to the 
Woodlands meat preserving works: ''The 
work of poisoning oft' rabbits in dilFerent 
districts having lately been resumed, the 
manager of the Now Zealand meat pre- 
.serving company's works at Woodlands 
Ini.s deemed it advisable to cease opera- 
tions for a time. The works had only 
been in what ni.iy be tornied full swing 
for (ii) wni king days, and during that time 
nearly oOO,CH)0 rabbits were received— the 
.oieatost number to hand in mie day beino 
11,000. .-V few particulars regarding this 
loc.-d industry in.-iy be of interest, as iii- 
dicaling the dimensions which il miglu 
:ittaiii, and its importance to the di.stricl 
generally. The area from which supplies 
have been drawn has boon very extensive, 
Kingston and Kelso being the most dis- 
tant places from which rabbits wore for- 
warded. Tho heavy railway cb.arges, 
however, interfere to a cmisideralde ex- 
tenl with the dispatch of rabbits from a 
distance. With due prepaiatiou 0,000 
rabbits can be o]K'rated on ilaily,and that 
with ease, and evi-n if double that niiui- 
ber w ere received they eoiild be disj)osed 
of, ihe only didicully to be overcome 
boing, it would appear, llie d.f; ing of >he 
skins. In Connection wilh Ihis iniUtcr it 
m:iy bo mentioned that from reporis to 
hand there is gmnl reason to believe lhal 
wi'i'c il possible to get the owners of l.iiid 
within r;ibbit distrids convenient to a 
line of railway to adopt the use of tr.ips, 
snares, or ferrota in keeping down the 
pests, thoy would nut only facilifato 
o|iei-;itioiis at the works, but would find 
the means suggested not less cfl'ecliial 
lhaii the u.se of i.oison. Of late the jiay- 
nifiits made ;il Wooil kinds for rabbils 
alone have been al the r:ite of t"J|l¥)0 ))er 
month, and when the money rcipiirod for 
wages, fuel, timber, and otbt-r material is 
l:iken inlo account, the monthly *X)ien(li- 
liire is increased lo more ihan double 
tluil aniounl. I'nder these circumstances 
It is not .surprising lo learn that the coni- 
p.iny have been repeatedly asked as tu 
v^helhor thoy could nut continue opera- 
tions all the year round. Their beiiii; 
able I 1 do so would of ciuirse largely do- 
peud on Ihe demand for the article in the 
iioiiie markets, but apart from this it is 
feared that a difliculty might arise in pro- 
curing the necessary supplies during the 
few months of the year when the rabbits 
ai(t of considerably less valuo for pre- 
serving pur[Hi.ses. At the same tiiiio there 
.sceuis no iea>,ui why active opcratiiuis 
should not be c:ii l iod on for six months 
in each year, if not for oven a longer 
period. It is not intouded to resuino 
Work at Woodlands this year, but it is 
hoped that in another year tho company 
will see its way to start again, and carry 
on for a longer period than has been tho 
ciise on Ihis occasion." 

A Rival for tho Electric Liffht. 

\\ ibis juncture, when tho electric 
light is making such a stir, an English- 
mm li.is devised a light which, it is 
claimed, is to rival the electric light. 
This light is now on exhibition iu Lon- 
don, 'i'he illumination is the result of 
the burning of gas and air in conibina- 
tiun. 'Hio light is described in general 
terms as :i HuiisiMi Inirner with a gaui'.e 
ciqi over il, but the mod ificat ions and im- 
provements as respects the plan of the 
ordinary _Uunsen burner are considerable. 
Part of tho air is supidicd to this new 
light under pressure, and this force cre- 
ates a current which carries tho rest of 
the air where itris needed. Tho flame is 
absorbed into a platinum wire gau'zo, and 
tliiiK the incandesc(uit light is produced. 
This light is desoribed as entirely stoady, 
of great penetrating power, and the co.st 
is much less than that produced by tho 
ordinary gas burner. An inspection of 
this process recently ,in London is de- 
scribed in Ihc J'liue.s- as sati.sfactory, 
Tlu'ro was a consumption of but ten ciibii' 
feet of gas liourl}', and to this witness the 
light seemed double that obtained fr,>m 
the same quantity of g.as usodinun.Xr- 
gand burner.
